UNITED NATIONS. — Squaring off 
for the coming bout of peace talks 
with Egypt in Washington, Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan said yester- 
day that Israeli settlements were in 
Judea, Samaria and the Gaza dis- 

trict “as of right." 

Addressing the 38rd session of the 
UN General Assembly. Dayan said: 
“Tt is Inconceivable to us that Jews 
should be prohibited from settling 
and living in Judea and Samaria 
which are the heart of our 
homeland." 

As the Egyptian ambassador 
remained in hia seat without 
the walkout of other Arab 
delegations, Dayan addressed the 
iasue of Jerusalem, saying that the 
elty was the ‘one and only eternal 
capital’’ of Israel. 

“We have not, and we shal] never 
have, any other capital city whether 


talks in the U.5., which keeps its em- 
bassy in Tel Aviv. 

Dayan refrained from any men- 
tion of Lebanon apart from a 
reference unconnected to the 
fighting there. He had warm praise

Winding up 12 hours of 
negotiations with leaders of the 
striking postal workers, the 
mediator — Absorption Minister 
David Levy — announced late last 
night that while progress had been 
made towards a solution, no agree- 
ment had been reached to end the 
strike, which began on Sunday. 
Levy and leaders of the 5,500 
workers of the Communication 
Ministry's postal service will 
resume negotiations on Thuraday 
morning, following Yom Kippur. 

Levy had attempted to repeat his. 
feat of Sunday night when he 
succeeded in another 
group of strikers — the ministry's 
-6,000-atrong engineering service — 
‘to calf off their unauthorised 
“vacation. Levy, head of the Likud 
fection at the Histadrut, had been 
auked by Premier Begin to try to set- 
tle the dispute which had baffled the 
Civil Service Commission and the 
Ministerial Wage Committee. 

A source at yesterday's talks said 
Levy had to the postal 
workers that they the same 
formula he had succeasfully 
suggested to the engineers — that 4 
parity committee be named to hear 
their demands and recommend 
responses. 
᾿ In addition, Levy reportedly told 
the postal workers they could have 
their arbitration-won seven per cent 
wage increase without difficulty if 
they accept a Labour Court ruling 
that the increase was a temporary 
benefit, applicable only to salaries 
between June 1977 afd April 1978, 
and not a permanent pay feature.

WASHINGTON. — U.S. officials 


treaty negotiations, 
begin here on Thursday. 

A State Department official said 
that although Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance “may be called away 
elsewhere” during part of the dis- 
cussions, “‘they will very definitely 
be three-way talks, and the U.S. will 
be involved at all times. The U.S. is 
very eager to continue in the spirit of 
Camp David.” 

President Jimmy Carter has in- 
vited Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
to the White House today to discuss 
the negotiations, which are expected 
to last between two to three weeks. 
| On Thursday, Carter will host the 

opening round of the negotiations at 
the White House. Then the sessions 
will move across the street te Blair 
House, the official U.8. residence for 
foreign guests. Vance will head the 
U.S. delegation, which will also in- 
clude Ambessador-at-large Alfred 
Atherton, assistant secretary Harold 
Saunders, National Security Council 
Middle East expert William Quandt 
and others. 

On the eve of the negotiations, 
Egyptian officials also pointed to 
America's role as a crucial factor. 

In an interview published in ‘“The 
Washington Post'' yesterday, 
Osama el-Baz, the first under- 
secretary of state at the E, 
foreign ministry and a key member 
of the Egyptian delegation, express- 
ed hope that the U.S, will prevail on 
Israel in the etill-unreaolved dispute 
regarding an Israeli freeze on settle- 
ment construction in the months 
ehead. He said that ‘in the absence 
of Israeli agreement to the 
American interpretation, it would be 
very difficult” for Egypt to go ahead 
with the peace treaty. 

“America,” he said, "has a cer- 
tain responsibility in this respect and 
all indications are that it will not 
shirk that responsibility.” 

Carter and other U.S. officials in- 
sist that Israel agreed at Camp 
David to freeze new settlements dur- 
ing the period leading up to the self- 
governing authority on the West 
Bank and Gaza and later to have this 
issue become a subject of 
negotiations among the four-party 
adminiatrative council. Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin maintains 
{| that the freeze is only for three 
months. | 

El-Baz described the linkage of the 
Palestinian issue with the peace 
treaty negotlationa as a matter of 
“parallelism and synchronization.”

Rehavia Ofek, deputy director of 
the Histadrut's Trade Union Depart- 
ment, said yesterday that rumours 
about a civil servants strike 
on Sunday, October 15, were not ac- 
curate. "We demanded a definite 
answer from the Civil Service Com- 
mission by the 15th as to whether 
they would enter negotiations with 
us," he “It we hadn't 
received that answer by the 15th, we 
would have then decided on our next 
move." 

The impediment to beginning 
negotiations until now had been the 
Histadrut’s interpretation of the 15 
per cent increase. The government 
hes said workers will get no more 
than 15 per cent, but the Histadrut, 
which was the first to come up with 
the 15 per cent figure in its own wage 
policy, sees the 15 per cent as a 


national framework, with 
possibilities for additional raises on 
the sectoral and local level. 


Academics, social workers, nurses 
aad other specific groups in the 
public sector are either in the midat 
of slow-moving negotlations or have 
not started negotiating at all. They

That could 
lead to a delay in the abolition of the 
Israeli military government there, 
he said, ‘‘but jf there js a delay It will 
be the fault of the Palestinians and 
Jordanians’’ for refusing to 
negotiate. 

Complicating the negotiations is 
the continuing’ crisis in Lebanon, 
although Dayan said on Sunday that 
he did not expect that the trouble 
there would affect the course of the 
talks with Egypt. 


National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinski also pointed to 
the parallel negotiations between the 
Sinai and the West Bank. Speaking 
on Sunday evening in Chicago before 
a dinner of the American Friends of 
the Weizmann Institute, Brzezinski 
praised the Camp David 
agreementa, adding: 

“Let us hope that the momentum 
thereby generated can now be con- 
tinued. pointing not only to the rapid 
conclusion of the Israeli-Egyptian 
peace: treaty but — to make that 
possible — also toward the construe- 
tive implementation of the extreme- 
ly important agreements pertaining 
to the West Bank.”

Another custom — leas common — 
is to act voluntarily as ἃ victim and 
receive 39 stripes by a leather strap. 
This observance, performed after

With the fate of the 15 settlements 
in the Yamit region apparently fix- 
ed, plans are now being drawn up for 
the construction of 20 new. 
settlements a few kilometres away 
inside the green line. 

Residents of the Yamit 
settlements — 11 occupied and four 
under construction — will have the 
option of moving into the new 
settlements. However, officiala of 
the settlement department of the. 
Jewish Agency in Jerusalem declin-, 
ed yesterday to say whether specific 
plans for such a transfer have been 
drawn up. i

The new settlements are: being 
planned in the area around Kerem 
Shalom which had been an Isolated 
border kibbutz until the 1967 Six Day 
War. The bloc of settlements 15 ten- 
tatively named “Pit'hat Shalom." 


which translates as Peace Ap- 
proaches. The Yamit region was 
originally named Pit*hat Rafiah. 
The Yamit settlements, as well ar 
the Pit’hat Shalom settlements, are 
part of the southern project drawn 
up under Weitz. several years ago. 
The project called for the creation of 
about 100 settlements on the sandy. 
soil between Beersheba and Yamit, 
one-third of them beyond the green | 
line. Priority was given to develop- 
ing the Yamit.region settlements 
beyond the green line but attention is 
now turning to the area within Israel 
Meanwhile, agricultural develop- 
ment will continue ‘in the Yamit 
settlements, Weitz said, but only by 
installing equipment which,cen later 
be moved. This includes glasshouses 
used in the intensive, export- 
oriented agriculture practised in the 
region, as well as irrigation pipes. 
Approval has been given for the con- 
struction of 150 new glasshouses. 
There is to be no construction of 
houses or other immovable in- 
frastructure, Weitz said. ᾿

The Interministerial Committee 
on Social Betterment yesterday un- 
animously agreed to increase Incen- 
tives for those moving to develop- 
ment towns and to increase the 
salaries of teachers and social 
workers living there. 

According to the recommen- 
dations of the committee, the incen- 
tive for a.family moving to towns 
with the highest priority grade for 
development will go up from IL24,- 
000 to 11.30,000. The payment, which 
will be linked to the Cost-of-Living 
index, will be in the form of a stan- 
ding loan which becomes a grant 
after the family's first three years in 
the town. 

For the second and third grades of 
development towns, the payments 
will be TL22,000 (instead of IL.18,000) 
and 117,000 (1.14,500) respectively. 
Payments for single people will be 
up to 121,000 (from 115.000), 11.15.- 
000 (TL11,500) and IL13,000 (IL.9,750). 

Teachers and social workers 


engaged in further studies will have 
to pay only 25 per cent of their tuition 
fees in institutions of higher lear- 
ning. and will also receive the 
transport costs to attend classes. 
Both teachers and social workers 
‘will get higher pay. A special grant 
of TL10,000 will go to couples who 
both engage in a preferred profes- 
sion, such as teaching and social 
work. The amount of incentives for 
doctors who move to development 
towns has not yet been decided, but 
the grants will be retroactive to 
September 1, ag will be the grants to 
all specialized groups of 
professionals. 


The committee also discussed the 
effects of peace on Israel’s social 
matrix and decided to conduct a 
Symposium on the educational, psy- 
chological and social effect of peace. 
Other problems considered were the 
expected budget cuts on social pro- 
jects and the effect of massive 
military bases in the Negev on the 
development towns there.

The ship's 
original schedule, which was plann- 
ed some months ago, called for it to 
come to Haifa after visiting Alexan- 
dria, which is a regular procedure 
for many cruise sbips sailing the 
Mediterranean.

BEERSHEBA. — Israeli veterinary 
authorities, concerned that an out- 
break of Rift Valley fever in Egypt 
could spread acroga open borders, 
have launched a major campaign to 
inoculate livestock in the Negev and 
Sinai against the disease. 

Representatives from the 
Agriculture Ministry’s veterinary 
division have treated all cattle in the 
southern district against the disease 
and are now inoculating sheep, 
goats, and camels. Local health of- 
fictals are algo instructing Beduin 
about ways to recognize con- 
taminated animals and methods to 
stop the disease from spreading. 

Rift Valley fever is a highly con- 
tagious disease which can cause 
abortion in pregnant animals and 
death of calves. The disease is 
transmissible to human beings. and 
in certain cases, can lead to death. 
World Heaith Organization 
authorities reported that an 
epidemic of Rift Valley fever has 
contaminated over two thousand 
animals in Egypt during the last 
year. 

Following a report that the disease 
had stricken animals near the Suez 
Canal, the Agriculture Ministry {n- 
itiated efforts to stop the disease 
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gyptian epidemic prompts inoculations: 


Israel stock guarded

Negev. Yesterday, the ministry dis- 
patched Beersheba veterinarian Dr. 
Shemtov Bally to the Sina! to tell 
local health authorities how to spot 
symptoms of the fever and to per- 
suade Beduin to kill any infected 
animals. Bally, a specialist in camel 
diseases, is well-regarded among the 
Beduin. 

Health officials are concerned 
that, with free traffic between Israel 
and Egypt, contagious diseases such 
as Rift Valley fever could become a 
problem here. They are 8180 worried 


about the possibility that meat from ἡ 


animals which have not passed 
Israeli inspection could be smuggled 


into Israel from Gaza and B)-Arish. 


Rift Valley fever was first dis- 
covered in southern Africa over 30 
years ago. It slowly made its way up 
the continent arriving in Egypt by 
way of Kenya and the Sudan. 

The disease, a virus, is 
transmitted to animals by a mos- 
quito known as coler pifanis. Human 
beings can contract the disease, 
which manifests itself by flu-like 
symptoms, simply by touching in- 
fected animals or by eating con- 
taminated meat. A vaccination to 
combat the virus has been developed 
recently in the U.S. and is now being 
used in Israel. 


Prisoners of Zion Nudel and 
Kuznetsov tell of their plight 


Two open letters have been receiv- 
ed recently in Israe] from sentenced 
members of the aliya movement in 
the Soviet Union: Ida Nudel who waa 
exiled for four years and Eduard 
Kuznetsov, who was jailed for 15 
years. 


The most recent letter was receiv: . 


ed by Dr. Yehuda Mendelson of 
Kiryat Shmona from Kuznetsov. In 
his letter the Prisoner of Zion, jailed 
for his part in an abortive plot to ea- 
cape from Leningrad In a hijacked 
airplane says: ‘There is not one 
Jewish soul near me. It is doubtful if 
1 can keep going. There is no hope of 
me reaching Israel before 1985. I am 
forced to spend all my time with 
criminals, recidivists, murderers, 
including (men who) collaborated 
with the Nazi police (during World 
War 11). 

The letter was written in tiny print 
on a postcard and was sent through 
Kuznetsov's wife, aliya activist Silva 
Zalmanson. He apologizes for the 
writing and then, referring to the 
conditions in his jail, says he has not 
been allowed to see his face in a 
mirror for eight years ‘'as if it waa a 
top state secret.” 

The open letter from Ida Nudel 
was sent to the Israel Public Council 
for Soviet Jewry. Nudel, called the 


“guardian angel” of aliya activists 
and human rights dissidents in the 
Soviet Union, was sentenced in June 
to four years exile for “‘malicious 
hooliganism"’ — demonstrating for 
the right to immigrate to Israel. 


Her letter reads in part: 
“My dear and loved ones, 

1 know how hard it is for you — 
how worried you are — how 
tormented with fear you are for me 
— how you watt for the slightest bit 
of news...My torturers could have 
sent me to ἃ camp where they could 
have tortured me with cold and 
hunger, subjected me to daily and 
hourly degradation by most 
sophisticated methods. However 
(they knew) were you to know of my 


suffering, they would never be leftin ”

‘Voting for new pope Sunday 


, VATICAN CITY (Reuter). — Roman 
” Catholic cardinals yesterday decid- 
ed to vote for a new pope on Sunday, 
. and are apparently leaning towards 
_ picking another pastor like the late 
. John Paul I rather than’a Vatican ex- 
pert. 

Ninety-three cardinals managing 
the church during the interregnum 

“decided to begin their secret con- 
clave In the Sistine Chape) at 4.30 
p.m. on Saturday. 

The cardinals will be sealed off in 
the chapel until they elect the 263rd 
successor to St. Peter as leader of 
the world's 700 million Catholics, If 
the voting on Sunday morning is in- 
conclusive, there will be a second 
ballot in the afternoon, a Vatican 
spokesman said. 

Thick black smoke rising from 
somewhere in the Vatican caused a 
stir yesterday among tourists in St. 
Peter's square. 

But Vatican officials said the 
smoke had nothing to do with the 
conclave. The Vatican -had simply 
been testing its heating systems. 

Well-informed church sources said 


the cardinals wanted another pastor 
but many of them wouid like the new 
pope to have considerable 
knowledge of the world. John Paul 
came to the Papacy from Venice 
without any working experience of 
the Holy See at all. 

If so, this attitude would again rule 
out many cardinals mentioned 
before the last conclave as 
“Papabili'’ (possible popes), in- 
cluding Vatiean 6: Sebastiano 
Baggio, Sergio Pignedoli and Paolo 
Bertoli.

BONN. — Chancellor Helmut Schmidt's slim but 
clear victory in Sunday's state elections in Hesse 
has saved his coalition Social Democratic 
government. But analysis of the election returns 
shows that opposition Conservative opinion is 
-still running high in Hesse — a state which hes 
been a traditional bastion of the Social 


Democrats. 


With most districts counted, results indicate 
that the coalition of Social Democrats and the 
smaller Free Democratic Party would together 
gain an absolute majority of 50.3 per cent in the 
new state legislature and thus retain contro! of 
the state in the federal parliament in Bonn. 

Opposition Christian Democrats and their 
sister party in Bavaria, the Christian Social

Water was receding in the 
Birbhum, Hi .

a | WAS INTRODUCED to the stories of the Bible as α΄ boy, like all Jewish 


children born in the Land of the Book. My teacher at Nahalsl in the Valley 

of Jezreel, Meshulam Halevi, nor onty taught us about the carly days of 

‘our people; he also invested them with a sense of present reality. It was as though 

~ events thar had occurred three and four thousand years ago were happening naw. 

Our actual surroundings served further to bridge the distance in rime, returning 
us to the days of antiquity, τὸ our patriarchs-and τὸ the heroes of our nation. 

The language we spoke - the only language we knew -- was Hebrew, the anguage 

of the Bible. The valley in which we lived, the nearby hills and streams were 

the valley, hills and streams of the Bible: Jezreel, Carmel, Mount Gilboa, the 


. River Jordan. Our Arab neighbours, too, followed a pattern of life and work which 


recalled descriptions in the biblical hooks. They ploughed with oxen in tandem,. 
using an ox-goad: assembled their sheaves at the village threshing floor: freed 
the grain with a thrceshing-sledge; winnowed the chaff with 2 pitchfork. (The bibli- 
cal mood was heightened for us since we thought and spoke of these farming activi- 
ties and implements in the very Hebrew phraseology used in the Bible.) After 
their labours they rested ‘under their vine and under their fig tree’. ‘They mourned 
their dead with 2 primitive wailing that could he heard from afar, an ancient 
stylized keening that broke the heart. 

The people closest to me were the founders of our nation, the patriarchs 
Abraham, Isaacand Jacoh. ‘They wandered over the length and breadth of the land 
with a staff in their hand, 2 knotted stick fashioned from the branch of an oak, 
the strongest and stoutest of trecs. 

The patriarchs were independent beings who walked alone. They left the homes 
of their parents, parted from their brethren, and embarked on their lonesome path. 
They carried a weighty burden ~ a new faith, a new nation, a new land. Deganiah, 
thekibbutzon the Seaof Galilee where I was born, and Nahalal, rhe moshav where [ 
grewup, were tomeacuntinuation of their path. This wasnotonly becatsethe mem- 
bers of these pioncer farm settlements also came to a country they had not known 
and made it their homeland; it was above ali because their aim, too, was not how 
to live but to what purpose. Their main concern was not the present but the future, 
not themselves but the generations of their nation who would come after them.

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LONDON. — If it is usually difficult 
to understand current Kremlin

involved in the struggle for Soviet 
Jewry are constantly faced with 
dilemmas. 

Perhaps at no time aince the cam- 
paigu for the release of Soviet Jews 
and for their right to emigrate got 
under way in éarnest at the begin- 
ning of the decade have activists 
throughout the world been con- 
fronted with so many paradoxes, un- 


organized by the Nationa) Council 
for Soviet Jewry in Britain and 
attended by leading campaigners for 
Soviet Jewry, not only from this 
country but also from Israel, 
America, Australia and Europe. A 
couple of days tater the presidium of 
the Second World Conference én 


Soviet Jewry met. The st of par-~ 


ticipants was even more inter- 
national and of an even higher 
calibre. At both events, the same 
problems were discussed — and in 
the main left unresolved. 

This is not surprising if one looks 
at some of the facts. To begin with, 
the rate of emigration is higher than 
it has been for some five years, Why, 
πὸ one knows. 

To some extent it does not matter 
if this question remains unanswered. 
Most people agree that as long as 
Jews are coming out (and they are 
currently at the rate of two thousand 
a month), the reasons why do not 
matter. But it would still be useful to 
know. 

Then there is the problem of the 
drop-outs, which has grown to alar- 
ming Ὁ! . No one seems to 
know how to arrest this growing 
phenomenon. This month the toll 
reached almost 70 per cent. . 

There are those, led by Jewish 
Agency Chairman Arye Dulzin. who 
chaired the presidium, who regard 
this as a serious threat to the whole 
exodus movement. “Jews in the 
Soviet Union are not campaigning 
for the right to emigrate-to Califor- 
nia” is how he puts it. 

There are others, whose motives 
are equally sincere, who belleve that 
any Jew who comes out of the prison 
of the Soviet Union is one more saved 
for the benefit of Klal Israel, 
wherever he decides to go when he 
leaves Vienna. Even if an emigrant 
goes initially to the goidene medina, 
there is a better chance that his 
ehildren will go on aliya from 
America than if he had stayed in 
Russia, where the probability of 
assimilation is much higher. 

And what about the general prin- 
ciples of campaigning for the release 
of Soviet Jews? Should this be linked 
with the right of any Soviet citizen to 
leave his sous | of origin or should 
the campaign be kept specifically 
Jewish?

force.” 

Professor Dinstein went even 
further. "Ἢ the games were not being 
held in Moscow,” he declared at the 
seminar, “I personally would cam- 
palgn that they should be held 
there.” 

June Jacobs, chairman of the 
National Council for Soviet Jewry in 
Britain, is sympathetic to ents 
on both sides of the Olympic fence. 
While she believes that a campaign 
to remove the games could be useful, 
she does not think it should be a 
specifically Jewish campaign. 

Meanwhile the more militant 35's 
women's carapaign for Soviet 
Jewry, which is part of the nationa! 
council though it usually acts in- 
dependently, is widely circulating a 
petition calling for the games to be 
removed. 

- Dulzin’s approach is that as the 
games are almost certain to be stag- 
ed in Moscow, world Jewry should 
ensure that the rules of the inter- 
national Olympic committee are 
scrupulously observed, particularly 
where Israeli athletes are concern- 
ed. The occasion should also be 
utilized ‘‘to tell our story,” to make 
the world better acquainted with the 
way the Soviet Union treats its 
Jewish citizens, 

And how is {t treating them? 
Again, there is a paradox. On the one 
hand, officlally-Inspired anti- 
Semitism is rampant. On the other, 
there are signa of certain relax- 
ations, Jewish semizdat publications 
are being tolerated and a number of 
ulpanim are quietly being allowed to 
function. 

Another paradox. Emigration 
figures are up and at the same time 
there are a number of “hard core” 
refusentk families who have been 
waiting for five years or more for 
permission to leave. Furthermore, 
despite the many successes of the 
Soviet Jewry campaign, there has 
been total failure in attempts to ob- 
tain the release of those imprisoned 
for their part in the abortive 
Leningrad hijacking escapade. 
While some ‘of those involved are 
now in Israe] — Israel Zalmanson 
(Silva's brother) in fact attended the 
Bournemouth seminar — they were 
allowed to emigrate only after com- 
pleting their sentences. There were 
no concessions, even though the 
Soviet law has heen changed since 
their imprisonment and the max- 
imum sentence for a successful hi- 
jacking (and it must not be forgotten 
that this was an abortive attempt) is 
much lower than was meted out to 
Edward Kuznetsov, Silva Zalman- 
son’s husband, and his colleagues. 

So where do we go from here? "We 
have to re-evaluate what:we are'do- 
ing and.where we are:

ONLY FIVE YEARS have passed 
since one of our greatest and most 
cruel wars — the Yom Kippur War. 
‘We were caught by surprise, and in 
the first hours and days, our outposts 
were overrun by forces, out- 
numbering us many times. Our boys 
fought back bravely, ceding only 
inch by inch, inflicting heavy 
damage to the invading enemy. 
Other nations’ armies needed 
months, even years to lick their 
wounds and recuperate, before they 
could mount a counter-offensive. 
Zerai could not afford such a luxury. 
it quick!iv closed and organized ita 
ranks and, in just four days, counter- 
attacked and drove the enemy back, 
achieving a great military victory, 
cut down later by political 
manoeuvring of the great powers. 
Such victory could have been achiev- 
ed only by an army knowing it fought 
for its very survival. It gave a kind of 
power and determination to each 
soldier ta perform the impossible. 
Human language seems too poor to 
describe the heroic deed of our boys. 
Now, after 30 years, the first rays 
of pezce appear on our horizon. 
There are flickers of hope that one 
day we, too, will be able to live in 
peace like other natlons. Yet there 
are those who are willing to reject it. 


PEACE has its price, its risks. But 
so has everything in life: whatever 
one does, one t2kes a chance. Ben- 
Gurion once sald that one is better 
off with an intelligent enemy than 
with a stupid friend. Now the in- 
telligent enemy is stretching out his 
hand in peace. Peace at hard terms, 
peace with great risks. But the 
greatness of a nation is not 
measured in square railes, but in the 


standing of Its people. No other state 
founded about the same time as 


. Israel,has done better. True, we 


have made many mistakes, many 
unnecessary ones, many from lack 
of experience. But we have survived, 
against great odds. 


The only yet-untried solution to the 
Arab-Israel conflict is in the offing — 
peace. We must take the risk, 
because the only other alternative is 
war again. War is a temporary 
reckoning; it has never proved itself 
as the final solution to intra-national 
confrontations. It comes back. War 
picks its casualties at random, from 
both sides. 


The prices one must pay are final, 
‘irrevocable. The sons we loose 
never come back. For those from 
whom fate demands ἃ price — and 
with every war there will be more 
victims, more bereaved — the world 
will tumble. Israel will shrink. Israel 
will become, for them, a little plot of 
earth somewhere in a military 
cemetery hoiding the last remains of 
their beloved. There is na consola- 
tion or comfort to bereavement. The 
pain and tears stay with one forever. 
Peace — real lasting peace — seems 
the only monument we can build to 
their memory, worth the sacrifice 
they made, 


Peace can open many undreamed 
of avenues of achievements to us. 
But most of all, it can give us back 
something that is dormant within 
ourselves. We all have a tendency to 
complain, to criticize ‘ourselves. 
Maybe with reason. Our morais have 
relaxed; we are no longer the nation 
we used to be. 


Our leaders have been taken so 
muck up in politicking, foreign af- 
fairs, warfare, protecting our sur- 
vival, that they have had no time to 
look after our moral well-being. Let 
us hope and pray that in time of 
peace, we shall have leaders with vi- 
sion and to sow among us 
moral values and virtues. 


To deny peace its chance is to 
doubt our own , to doubt our 
faculty to overcome should it mis- 
fire. Peace is our only chance to 
build a better, safer, stronger home 
for generations to come. 

Tt is a debt we owe our fallen sons.

tendencies, in the practical sphere 
algo. Childcraft has been appearing 
for 45 years-now, and is sold in 
millions of copies a year (in English 
and French, among’ other 


languages). Its present edition is 4 . 


years old. The approach js basically 
educational: to develop the child's 
potential and make him aware of 
the world in which he lives. 


Each volume is bound in a different 
colour, with the spine and title page 
boldly numbered: and marked 
alphabetically. The cover is 
printed, front and back, with 9 
coloured illustrations related to the 
subjects discussed inside. Bindings 
‘are strong. presentable and very 
hardy, and Childcraft agents like to 
demonstrate their product by pick- 
ing up one of the heavy volumes by 
one of its pages, and swinging it 
back and forth in front of prospec- 
tive purchasers... 
Some two-thirds of each volume are 
taken up with photographs (almoat 
all coloured) and coloured il- 
lustrations. Both printing and paper 
Ἷ are of the finest premium ‘quality.

Volume δ, “‘About Animals” is 
simply superb. The reader begins 
with general information on: the 
difference between animals and 
plant life; on the subdivision into 
mammals, fowl, fish, reptiles, 
amphibian creatures and other sub- 
jects, This is followed by a deacrip- 
tion of animal behaviour, habitats, 
ete. The book has approximately 400 
coloured photographs, some very 
beautiful, about 100 black-white 
photographs, scores of coloured Π- 
lustrations (the attempts to 
photograph a living dinosaur it will 
be recalled, ended in failure...) and 
scores of black-white drawings. The 
explanatory material is precise (I 
compared it with material in adult 
encyclopedias) and simple. The 
book concludes with a chapter on 
animals rapidly becoming extinct, 
and one on *‘Animals We Love" 
including some 90 well-known 
animals, with llustrations and per- 
tinent data. The Index numbers ap- 
proximately 500 items. Wonderful 
children aged 4-10.

But at the same time we do not 
regard ourselves as foreigners in 
these areas.

It is Inconceivabie to us that Jews 
should be prohibited from settling 
and living in Judea and Samaria 
which are the heart of our homeland.

The Israeli forces are there in 
order to protect Israe} and not in 
order to interfere in the lives of the 
Arab inhabitants.

we shall never have any other 
capital city whether or not others 
recognize it as such. This external 
city is holy to three religions — 
Judaism, Christianity and Islam. 


However, our connection with it is | 


not just religious, but derives from 
the totality of Jewish national 
history. Jerusalem is the heart and 
soul] of the Jewish People. It is now 
united once again, as it should be, 
free and open for all to come and go.

It was agreed at Camp David that 
ἃ peace settlement in the Middle 
Fast should be based on resolutions 
242 and 338 of the UN Security Coun- 
cil. Resolution 242 is a carefully 
worked out set of principles es- 
tablishing a framework of peace to 
be negotiated among the contending: 
states. It makes clear that the final 
borders must be negotiated 
bilaterally among the states con~ 
cerned. Let us hope that all those 
whose cooperation is essential in ob- 
taining peace in the Middle East will 
not shortsightedly remain outside 
the peace process. We have to find 
agreed and appropriate ways for 
Jews and Arabs to live together in 
equality, trist and mutual respect. - 


After sanctions report:

"RHODESIA has never lacked oil 


since UDI was declared in 1985 — in 
spite of sanctions. It has been known 
for years that South African sub- 
sidiaries of British oil companies 
Shell and BP were directly or in- 
directly ensuring that supplies got 
through. 

Sheil and BP knew of these 
arrangements by their subsidiaries 
and informed the British govern- 
ment what was going on in 1968-68. 
But they also claimed they had no 
control over the operations of the 
South African companies. 

The revelations in the Bingham 
report just published tn London of oil 
sanctions breaking by BP and Shell 
should surprise no one. If these com- 
panies were not breaking sanctions, 
it is difficult to know who was. 

What the Bingham report has 
done, however, is to reveal a quite 
monumental government cover-up 
operation that must destroy even the 
small remaining credibility which 
Britain can still master over its 
Rhodesia performance. 

Already there have been public 
*‘confessions’' from people like 
George Thomson (now Lord Thom- 
son of Monifieth), who was Com- 
Monwealth Secretary in Harold 
Wilson's cabinet, that they were 
deceived. 

Some of these revelations are com- 
ic. Lord Drake, Chairman of BP 
from 1969 to 1975 said: "ΝΟ one broke 
the news to me. I was absolutely 
astonished.” He went on to say: "ΒΡ 
wouldn't do anything without telling 
the Foreign Office." 


In fact, the evidence is overwhelm- 
ing that from 1968 onwards key peo- 
ple in the Wilson government, the 
Heath government, and then the 
Wilson government again knew that 
sanctions were being broken directly 
or indirectly by the oil companies. 

They did nothing about it, and 
sorriest of all for Britain's reputa- 
tion, not a single person resigned 
over the issue. 

Now that the story has finally 
broken, various prominent public 
figures with varying degrees of 
reluctance are being forced to admit 
that they knew something. They all, 
however, appear to take it for 
granted that they were right to re- 
main in office-and say nothing. 


MORE revelations, no doubt, are 
stil] to come. But of principal impor- 
tance is the question: just where 
does this wretched story leave 
British credibility on the African 
continent, in the councils of the Com- 
monwealth, or at the United 
Nations? 

As Dr. Owen, Britain's Foreign 
and Commonwealth Secretary, still 
tries to find a solution to the 
Rhodesia problem, can anyone in 
Africa be expected to believe 
anything that he says? 

He may have clean hands as far as

the sanctions busting operation is 
concerned. But when it is realized 
that since 1968 successive British 
governments at the highest level 
knew what was happening and allow- 
ed it to happen, his position must 
become well nigh untenable. 


British credibility sinks even 
Jower when it is recalled how the. 
whole paraphernalia of Foreign Of- 
fice and government public relations 
were used for years to persuade 
Africa and the Commonwealth that 
Britain was doing all in its power to. 
make sanctions work. 


Precise apportionment of political 
blame has yet to be made. But as far 
as governments and responsible 
ministers over this are con- 
cerned, there can only be two con- 
clusions: either they knew and then 
entered upon a course of deception 
with regard to Africa; or they were 
so Incompetent that the facts es- 
caped them. 


Sir Harold Wilson, for example. 
has indicated that he believed his 


government and possibly that of - 


-Edward Heath had been hoodwinked 
for a decade. 


Predictably, President Kaunda of 
Zambia has reacted strongly to the 
Bingham revelations; he has good 
cause. 


FOR YEARS many African leaders 
— despite all British protestations to 
dhe contrary — claimed that Britain 
had no desire or intention of bringing 
down the Smith regime by sanctions 
or any other method; now they can 
argue that they were correct al! 
along. 

The damage these revelations 
have done to the British image in 
Africa is probably greater than 
anything that has happened since 
Britain allowed UDI to take place 
without mounting military interven- 
tion. One immediate effect must 
almost certainly be to destroy any 
possibility that Dr. Owen will now be 
able to achieve any sort of 
diplomatic breakthrough over 
Rhodesia. The Bingham report is 
also likely to produce a growing 
bitterness against Britain as war in 
Rhodesia escalates, as more blood is 


shed and as the economies and safe- . 


ty of the surrounding states of Zam- 
bia, Mozambique and Botswana are 
still more damaged. 

The Rhodesian saga is now ap- 
proaching its inevitable bloody 
climax, and the Bingham 
revelations have probably come too 
late to make much difference to any 
policies which may be applied there. 

In the longer run, however, 
Bingham: must deal a devastating 
blow to the confidence the British 
people themselves have in their own 
government. In recent years they 
have shown a remarkable in- 
difference and cynicism towards 


government anyway; hereafter they ~ 


are likely to become still more un- 
trusting.

1978 total monetary m has 
barely been rumning at a rate suf- 
ficient to offset current inflation. 
Indeed, monetary expansion has not 
been enough to offset the jump in the 
price level after the October 1977 ex- 
change rate reform and devaluation, 
and that is what is needed (accor- 
ding to strong economic 
relationships) to maintain GNP 
growth at normal or “potential”’ 
rates. ‘ 

Even the rate of increase in cash 
and current account deposits in the 
first half of 1978, when deflated by 
price inflation, means that the 


average real money supply [5 likely 
te drop by four per cent from 1977 to 
1978. This would hardly be enough to 
continue normal domestic demand 
growth in 1978, and might be 
definitely insufficient. 

Tf anything. we need to raise 
monetary growth for a while to en- 
sure that the average money stock 
grows at least as much as the 
average price level wil! rise in 1978. 
This means -that the money supply 
should be expanded by 48 per cent in- 
stead of the 43 per cent likely at the 
rate of growth that prevailed during 
the first half of the year. If, on the 
contrary, the growth of the money 
supply is reduced by IL3b. — the 
proposed cut — this may well 
precipitate a sharp reversal of the 
present economic recovery. 

The proposed deficit cut (if not 
offset) would reduce the nominal 
year to year ion of the money 
stock from 42 to 86.5 per cent.

During the lest month 55 teams of 
VAT inspectors have called at about 
2,000 business establishments in all 
parts of the country.

Dollar unchanged as gold at all-time high 


LONDON (AP). — Trading in 
dollars was uneventful on major 
world fore: exchanges yesterday 
due to the Columbus Day public holi- 
day in the U.S. The dollar closed Lit- 
tle changed in Europe and Japan, 
while gold prices eased. 

Goid had reached an all-time high 
of $228.375 an ounce at Friday's close 
in Zurich, but it fell back yesterday 
to close at $221.875. 

The London price also declined, 
from Friday's closing $223.25 to 
$221.75. 

Nevertheless, forecasts on gold's 
future remained bullish. The British 
journal Metal Bulletin said over the 


weekend that: “The long-term 
strength is generally recognized, 
with the short-term instability of the 
gold price due to the dollar's fluc- 
tuations." 


Investors buy id as a hedge 
against the instability of currencies 
and other paper assets. Recently,

BELISVE IT or not, there is an important poll coming up all 
around the country in just four weeks time, yet hardly anyone — 
outaide of a handful of party functionaries, that is — has been 
taking any notice. : 

‘There are some obvious reasons for the near total neglect of 
the upcoming local elections. With the peace talks casting their 
giant light over the nation’s future, and with the threat of shut- . 
downs in vital public services looming every day, It is a trifle 
hard for more local matters to intrude themselves upon the 
political awareness of the citizenry. 

The more 20, since the results of the vote, notably in the larger 
cities, appear to have been sewn up already, either because of 
the impact of national developments or of the weight of the rival 
candidates. Tt takes avery sharp eye and a very attentive ear to 
detect the campaign cries, from whichever quarter they may 
eome, 

Yet it must be apparent that November 7 will be a landmark 
in the country’s history. It will offer the first countrywide test of 
the new system of direct mayoral elections. It wili also be the 
first oecasion on which local authorities are chosen separately 
from: the Knesset. 

Tt is arguable of course, that the normal, perhaps ingrained, 
public spathy towards local affairs is now merely coming to the 
surface because it cannot any longer be concealed behind the 
facade of excitement over the makeup of the next parliament. 

Then, too, indifference to local as opposed to national govermi- 
ment is not exactly an Israeli monopoly, but it seems to be more 
pronounced here than in most democratic countries. 

This is due in large measure to the pervasive influence of the 
national administration in local affairs, and to the tight control 
jt exercises over the local authorities. When the average citizen 
turns to the local policeman, or the school teacher, or the 
telephone operator, he ia addressing an employee of the central] 
administration, 

What is left the city is the supply of water and the disposal of 
sewage and garbage and — to the extent that this is at all possl- 
ble — the control of markets and building construction. At best, 
the city is bestowed the honour of acting as an agent for the 
national government. But if its budget appears to be out of line, 
the Minister of the Interior will promptly put his foot down. 
ΣᾺ throwback to pre-State days, this syatem of centralization 
has long been decried by theorists and practitioners alike, but 
with no effect. The unpalatable truth is that the local authorities 
themselves, by irresponsible conduct, have provided much of 
the argument against reform. While outright corruption has not 
been greatly in evidence, there has been more than enough ex- 
ample of sheer incompetence and inefficiency by party hacks 
deemed unsuitable for higher office. 

The τ.» exceptions that stand out like beacons in the darkness 
are just that, exceptions to the general rule, 

To their shame, the cities have not been able to concert action 
on thelr own on matters of common interest. Thus to this day the

FOR MANY years, humankind has 
enjoyed debating morality and the 
need for moral action. The debates 
are immortalized in literature, in 
philosophy and in intellectual dis- 
cussions. They are also immor- 
talized in the blood that has been 
spilled pending their resolution. 

Millions of Black Africans perish- 
ed in the Great Crossing from their 
own continent to North America, 
while the church, philosophers, 
politicians and the people debated 
the morality of slavery. Millions of 
Jews perished under the Nazis while 
preaidents, kinga and governments 
of other countries debated the 
morality of intervention in the 
“internal affaira’’ of other 
“sovereign nations." Thousands of 
Hu perished, and the liberty 
of a nation was crushed, because the 
Western powers debated the moral 
value of intervention until long after 
the street battles were over. 

Whether we speak of millions or of 
thousands or of "a few"' is not impor. 
tant. The issue of numbers only 
clouds the complexity of the moral 
debate, but not the question of 
massacre. What is important is the 
question of the guilt to be borne for 
the massacres.

The “principle of 
self-determination that should be 
observed for Arab Palestine,” he 
stated, adding that its future ‘‘must - 
be left to ita inhabitants,” .. 

At the same time, the American 
consul in Jerusalem reported that 
‘moderate, better-informed 
olements’’ among the Arab 
leadership “recognize that ἃ viable 
Arab Palestine is imposatble and. - 
that such a Lilliputien state would 
quickly be swallowed by Israel.’ 
They were, therefore,- ied to -- 
if unenthusiastic about —~ eventual ᾿ 
annexation by Jordan. εν 

These published excerpts from the ἡ 
State Department archives (Foreign 
Relations of the United States 1949, 
Vol. 6) make interesting reading to- 
day. Evidently there was once a time 
when it was not all that clear that 
“between the sea and the desert 
there is room for two — and only two 
— states: one Jewish and one Arab." 
Perhaps it was once obvious, as it: 
should be today, that ruling out other 
options raised the asking price of the 
Hashemitea, and effectively crippled 
our own bargaining power.
